In view of the recent San Ma¬ 
rino tragedy of the loss of a 
child's life in an abandoned 
well shaft, the Sierra Madre 
NEWS made a study of mops 
and other available sources to 
determine the locations of wells 
and lines in the Sierra Madre 
area.

Of these, four me listed 
os obondMied wells, seven me 
listed as not used. The remain¬ 
ing eight lines me listed as ac¬ 
tive and used largely for do¬ 
mestic and irrigation purposes. 
Two of the wells listed are the 
Sierra Madre city water depart¬ 
ment wells.

Choose electrical appliances 
which bear the label of Under¬ 
writers’ Laboratories, Inc. Call 
in an expert electrician when 
planning to add new high- 
power consuming devices. Re¬ 
place burned out fuses with 15 
ampere ones for the ordinary 
household.

Doctor 
Gilbert warned, the patient 
should have medical care, even 
in mild cases in order to fore¬ 
stall possible complications. 

Under State law, all com¬ 
municable diseases are report- 
able to the local health depart¬ 
ment. In Sierra Madre, the 
Monrovia health center has 
jurisdiction. It is located at 211

Guatemala-Mexico 
Observed by Local 
Couple on Trip

Mr. and Mrs. Arthur E. Rich¬ 
ards of 275 Hacienda Drive, 
Santa Anita Oaks, Arcadia, 
have just returned from a six 
weeks trip to Mexico and Gua¬ 
temala. The entire trip was 
made via Pan American Air¬ 
ways. Three weeks were spent 
in and around Mexico City, 
with trips from there to the 
pyramids, Xochimilco, Toluca, 
T a X c o , Cuernavaca, Puebla, 
Garci Crespo Springs, Fortin, 
San Jose Purua, Acapulco and 
Oaxaca. From the latter city vis¬ 
its were made to nearby Mt. 
Alban and Mitla, ancient May¬ 
an ruins. Seeing a bull fight 
in Mexico City was an inter¬ 
esting experience. The bull ring 
accommodates seventy thou¬ 
sand people and every seat was 
filled. 

Merida, Yucatan was the next 
stop, a three-hour flight from 
Mexico City, with two-thirds of 
the flight over the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico. From Merida side trips 
were made to Chicen Itza and 
Uxmal, ruined cities of the 
Second Empire of the ancient 
Mayan race. The ancient tem¬ 
ples, palaces, ball courts, etc., 
have been partially restored by 
the Carnegie Institute. It is 
said that there are as many as 
fifty cities in the plains of Yu¬ 
catan that have not been un¬ 
covered. 

The next hop was to Guate¬ 
mala City, capital of Guate¬ 
mala, Central America. Sev¬ 
eral days were spent in this 
charming and modern city, and 
then a ten-day motor trip was 
taken through the highlands, 
with stops at Antigua, ancient 
capital of all Central America; 
Lake Atitlan, surrounded by 
towering mountains, including 
three extinct volcanoes, and 
comparable in beauty to Lake 
Como in Italy; Quetzaltenango, 
Huehuetanango and Chichicas- 
tenango. At the latter village 
accommodations were at the 
famous Mayan Inn. This vil¬ 
lage is noted for its Indian 
market and for the unusual 
and unique manner in which 
the Indians worship at the 
large church on the village 
square. 

The population of Guatemala 
is 65 per cent Indian, consist¬ 
ing of many tribes. Each has 
its own dialect, its own typo 
of dress, and other distinctive 
characteristics. Their homes are 
extremely primitive; grass huts 
with thatched roofs in the vil¬ 
lages and of somewhat more 
substantial construction in the 
larger places. Floors are usual¬ 
ly of earth; cooking is done 
over charcoal, and beds consist 
of hammocks or mats laid on 
the floor. Nearly all burdens 
are carried on human backs or 
human heads. The women bal¬ 
ance water jugs and other ob¬ 
jects on their heads, and often 
a baby is riding on the moth¬ 
er’s back, being hold there by 
a shawl tied around both of 
them. The men carry huge bur¬ 
dens on their backs, supported 
by a strap over the forehead. 
They carry heavy loads of pot¬ 
tery, building blocks of stone, 
a half dozen pieces of 2x4 lum¬ 
ber, grain or most anything 
else one can imagine. Some 
loads are carried to market a 
hundred miles or more away, 
over steep mountainous coun¬ 
try. An average load for an 
average man is from eighty 
to one hundred twenty-five 
pounds. These people are al¬ 
most entirely self-sufficient. 
They weave their own cloth 
and blankets, make pottery, 
baskets, mats, charcoal and 
nearly everything needed for 
their primitive existence. 

From all reports they are a 
happy people and are not de¬ 
sirous of change. They are ex¬ 
tremely religious and spend 
much time praying in the 
churches. They pray not only 
for themselves, their families 
and departed, but also for their 
chickens, hogs, cows, for rain, 
for their crops, etc. Probably 
no more sincere prayers were 
ever uttered than by these 
primitive peoples.

made him (Governor Warren) 
commit himself as to whether 
he Is for or against rent con¬ 
trol . . . The matter of rent 
controls has been delayed for 
one reason or a n ot h e r for 
years.” 

Eaton intimated that the 
city could do well with a little 
publicity by getting Its licks 
in first.

Recreation Director Sam McEI- 
fresh to write a letter to the 
Recreation Comml.ssion stating 
the need for such investigation 
in order to facilitate the .service 
from the County Engineer’s of¬ 
fice. 

Jacobs sent such a letter to 
the Commission on April 4. On 
April 6 the Sanitation engineer 
visited the pool with Council- 
men Henry Nuetzel and Milton 
Steinberger and Director McEl- 
fresh. ’The .sanitation represen¬ 
tative verbally pronounced the 
pool safe and stated that there 
was no danger of contamina¬ 
tion from nearby ce.sspools. A 
W'ritton report from the Sanita¬ 
tion department is being pre¬ 
pared. 

The letter delivered to the 
Recreation Commission follows 

April 4, 1949. 
Recreation Commi.ssion 
City of Sierra Madre 
Gentlemen: 

For some lime I have had my 
serious doubts about the safety 
of the Canyon pool for the chil¬ 
dren from a health standpoint. 
Since I have participated in the 
development of the Day Camp 
Program for this summer I have 
been even more seriously con¬ 
cerned. On the basis of my 
technical training it is my feel¬ 
ing that the Canyon Pool pre¬ 
sents a health hazard for the 
users of the pool, inasmuch as 
the location of pool in the par¬ 
ticular terrain of the area af¬ 
fords an ideal site for drainage 
from the numerous cesspools in 
this area, thus allowing for 
ample opportunity for contam¬ 
ination of the pool from this 
sewage. I believe it would be to 
the best interest of the entire 
community if this matter were 
investigated by the proper and 
qualified authorities, to deter¬ 
mine whether this potential 
hazard affords any serious 
threats and if so to what ex¬ 
tent. ’This could readily be de¬ 
termined by the proper county 
consultants in this field at no 
cost to the city. 

If this were done I feel that 
it would contribute to the wel¬ 
fare of the children using the 
pool, and add to the protection 
of the health of the community.
